Shall we open our hearts only to 
physical suffering and close them to 
the sufferings in spirit? 
Isn’t old age 
entitled to something better than the 
callowness of society and a place in 


tha poorhouse, a worn daath

than to be run down by cars on the 
streets Of cities? 
This will be taken care of when we 
become more enlightened, and

found at last the cake. 
That cake had shrunk like a fa* 
man in a Turkish bath. 
It was still 
of the same diameter but it was a! 
most as thin as a dime. 
I was 
re­ 
minded of the early movies when the 
steam roller ran over a man and he 
lay in the road as flat as paper. With 
■ome misgivings I cut it until uncook­ 
ed eggs, butter and sugar began to 
roll out. 
It was a terrible cake—one 
of the most embarrassing moments of 
my life. 
Nobody could eat it and even 
the dog smelled it and turned away. 
Hence, as I say, I have foresworn 
cake baking. 
The neglected cake lie- 
in the back yard and seems to re­ 
semble unsuccessful early American 
effort to manufacture brick.
